Otto Friedlaender, who took a trip 
throogl Russia this summer, and was 
permitted by the Soviet to study con- 
ditions in the country at will, has just 
published his impressions.. Living 
conditions’ he found very bad. Two 
families often have to live’ in one 
room, separated merely by a chalk 
line. The misery among the working 
classes has resulted in an army of 


gigantic sums of money for propagan- 
da purposes, a generation of criminals 
is springing up, whose forcible des- 
truction 1s being seriously demanded 
by the Russian peasants. ‘The sup- 
pression of freedom of opinion is ab- 
soiute, and for non-Russians. unbear- 
able. Intellectual depression lies over 
the land. Dr. Friedlaender’s opinion is 
that the position of Russia is bad, and 
that, if fresh credits are not obtained 
from abroad, very ‘soon, the country 
will undergo fresh economic shocks.—

Christmas time? ;

D. Howe, dean of faculty of forestry, 
University of ‘Toronto,

Dean. Howe savs “an ar- 
ea of 20,000 acres—just thirty six

. aged for Christmas tree production, 
would .stipply the ‘present demand for 
each year for all time.” The average 
size of trees sold in New York last 
year was six foot. From Frank New- 
man, forester in charge of the nurs- 
ery station at St. Williams, we learn 
that Christmas trees (white spruce) 
of this size can be grown inside ‘of 
ten vears. We find further, accord- 
ing to Frank Sharpe, Ontario forest- 
ry branch, and Mr. Kishbaugh, of 
the Abitibi Power & Paper Company, 
that spruce of average Christmas 
tree size in the forest are about fif- 
‘teen years old, or twenty years for 
trees of eight to ten feet in height. 

From this it would apmear that the
